215,000 for this project which will 
relieve overcrowding at the pres- 
ent boys school -in Marianna. 

This institution, a two-million- 
dollar:addition to the Carlton’State 
Office Building, and three new 
buildings for the Northeast Flor- 
ida mental hospital at Macclenny 
are the only major buildings in 
the new program that are ready t° 
go, Lee said. 

The 1955 Legislature provided 
funds to plan the boys school 
branch, while most of the other 
projects must be started from 
scratch. Planning is under way, 
with an appropriation provided by 
a special session last year for a 
badly needed branch institution in 
Lee County for mentally retarded 
children. , 

But Lee said it would be at least 
six months before this project, for 
which the 1957 Legislature appro- 
vriated five million dollars will be 
réady for contractor bids.

shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under, which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business uhder a fictitious name 
ir intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by. law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving
